H E Austrian Monarchy, haabeen 
compelled, by its situation, by its 
vai'ious connections witlt the other 
Powers, and its importance in the Coo* 
fcdcrary of European Statea to engage 
in most of those Wars which have ra­ 
vaged Europe for upwards of twenty 
years. Ttiroughout the progress of 
hese arduoua struggles, the aame poli- 
cal principle ha» invariably directed bis 
periil Ms|esty. A lover of peace 
rom a sense of duty, from his own na­ 
tural feelings and froii attachment to 
his people j free from all ambitious 
thoughuofconquestanlaggrandisement 
his Majesty has only taken up arms 
whin called by the urgent neceuity of 
self-presei’vation, by sn anxiety for the 
fste of contiguous states, Inseparable 
from bis own, or by the danger of be­ 
holding the ,entire aoeial system of Eu 
rope a prey to lawlesa and absolute 
Power. 
promote justice and order 
havo been the object of hit majesty'* 
til© and reign ; for these alone > has 
Austria contended. If in these fre­ 
quently unsuccessful contests, deep 
wounds have been inflicted on the Mo* 
narchy, still his .Maiesty has the con 
solation to reflect, that the fate of his 
empire has not been haiarded upon 
needless and violent enterprises ; that 
all his decisions were justified before 
God, his people, his contemporaries 
and posterity 
Notwithstanding the most ample pre 
parations, the war in 1800 would have 
brought the State to ruin, had not the 
ever memorable bravery of the army, 
and the spirit of true patriotism which 
animate^ ill parts of the Monarchy, 
overbalanced every adversi occurrence. 
The honour of the nation and its ancient 
renown in arms, were happily upheld 
during ail the miachancea of this war; 
but valuable provinces were lost; and 
Austria, by the cession of the countries 
bordering upon the Adriatic, was de­ 
prived e l all share in maritime com 
merce, one of th r moat efficient meant 
of promoting her industry $ a blow 
which would have been more sensibly 
felt, had not at, the same time the whole 
Continent been cloied by a general and 
destructive systim, preventing all com­ 
mercial intercoufsitfaod almost suspend 
ing all communirafrm amongst nations. 


The progress and result of this war, 
fully satisfied hie Majesty, that in the 
obvious impossibility of an immediate 
and thorough improvement of the po­ 
litical condition of Europe, shaken as it 
wss to its very foundation, the exertiona 
of individual Stiles in their own defence 
instead of setting bounds to the general 
distress, would only tend to destroy the 
little strength they still retained, would 
1 the foil of the whole, and even 
destroy all hopes of future and better 
times. 
Under this conviction, his Ma­ 
jesty foresaw the important advantage 
that would result from a peace, which, 
if secured for aonie yeara, might check 
thb overgrown end hitherto irresisuble 
power, might allow his monarchy that 
repose which was indispensable to the 
restoration of his finances ahd his army, 
and at the same time procure to the 
neighbouring State& a period of relax« 
tion, which, if managed with prudence 
and activity, might prepare the way to 
more fortunate results. Such aptape, 
under the existing chpumftances of 
danger, was the only om ’l ^ l p obtained 
by any extraordinary eflfort ^ tbe Em 
pcror was aensible of it, and made thi| 
effort. For the preservation *of the cat 
*pire, for the most sacred Interests of 
mankind, as a security against immca 
surable evils, as ajpledjge of the future 
order of things, hie Majesty sacrificed 
whit was deareat to his heart. W ith 
this view, cxsHid above all 
scruples, armed against every miscon 
sti uction of the moment, an alliance was 
formed, which was intended by a sense 
of some securitytto re•animate the weak­ 
er end more suffering party, tfier the 
miseries of in unsuccessful struggle* to 
incline the stronger and victorious one 
to a course of moderation and juatice, 
f ithout which the community of States 
can only be considered i t a community 
of .misery.

If these flattering prospects were 
destroyed, it is not to be imputed to 
Austria. After manV years fruitleia 
exertions, after boundless O rifices of 
every description, there existed suffi­ 
cient motives for the attempt to ptocure 
a better older of things by confidence 
and concession, when streams of blood 
bad hitherto produced nothing but 
misery and deetruction ; nor can bis 
Majesty ever regret that he M s been 
induced to ittempt it. 


The yeer 1810 was not yet closed, 
the war still ranged in Spain, the peo­ 
ple of Germany had scarce been allow* 
ed a sufficient time to recover from the 
devastations of the two former# wars, 
when, in an evil hour, the Emperor 
Napoleon resolved to unite a considéra* 
bie portion of the North of Germany 
with the mass of countries which bore 
the name of the Freuch Empire, and to 
rob the ancient, free, commercial cities 
of Hamburgh, Bremen and Lubeck, 
first of their political, and shortly after 
their commercial existence, and with 
that of their meaneof aubaistence. This 
violent step was adopted» wknout any 
even plausible pretensions, in contempt 
of every decent form, without any 
previous declaration, or communication 
with . ny other Cabinet, under the 
arbitrary and futile pretext that the war 
wito England reqéued it. n 


The cruef sysicro,'whiclrwasiutend 
ed to destroy the 'commerce of cue 
world, st the expence ot the indepea- 
dencé'the, prosperity, the rights and 
dignity, and in utter ruiu of the public 
and private property of ail the Con­ 
tinental Powera, waa pursued with un­ 
relenting severity, in the vain expecta­ 
tion of forcing a result [the subjugatiou 
Of England]which, had u not fortunate­ 
ly proved unattainable would have 
»lunged Europe tor s long time to eeme 
into a state of poverty, impotence and 
barbarity. 
, 


The Decree by which a. new French 
dominioo waa established on the Ger­ 
man coasts under the title of a thirty 
second Military Division, was in itself 
sufficiently calculated to raise the m is - 
ncions of the adjoining Sûtes, and it 
waa the more alarming to them aa the 
forerunner of future and greater dan­ 
gers. By this decree it^became evident 
that the system which had been creeled 
iu France (although previously trans­ 
gressed, yet still proclaimed to be in 
existence) the system of the preteud- 
ed uatural limita ot jthe French Empire, 
Was, without any further justification or 
explanation, overthrown, and even the 
Emperor'a arbitrary acts were m the 
same arbitrary manner annihilated— 
Neither the Princes <4thé Rhenish Con- 
tederacynor the kingdom of Westphaiu, 
no territory,great or amillispared in the 
accomplishment of'this dreadiul usurpa­ 
tion. The boundary drawn by blind 
caprice, without either rule or plan, 
without any consideration of ancient or 
more recent political relation«» inter­ 
sected river# and countrie», cut off the 
middle and southern Stales of Germa­ 
ny from all connection with the Ger- 
man «ea, peeped the Elbe* aepariud 
Denmark from. Germany, iaid im jtos- 
tensions even to the Baltic, and seemed 
to be 'tepidly approaching the line of 
Prussian wrtrespn still occupicéon the 
Oderdsndjso little did this net of usurpa­ 
tion (however powerfully R affected all 
rights and posseaskms^ all geographic, 
political and militarjr Unca of demarca­ 
tion) carry with it a character of deter­ 
minate and complete .accession of terri­ 
tory, that it was impossible to view it in 
any other light than aas forerunner of 
still greater usurpations, by which one 
half of Germauy was to becoaw • French 
Province, and the Emperor Napoléon

When the commencement of hoe* 
tilities was no longer doubted, his ) a* 
jesty wss compelled to have recourse 
to measures which, in so uonaiuv^ 
and dangeroue conjuncture, might 
combine his own security wit^ just 
codlideratiens for the reai intf|%u of 
neighbouring states. The systyte of 
unarmed in action the only neutrality, 
which the Emperor Napoleon, accerfo 
ing to hie own declarations, would ha^e;

PerE ctly acquainted with all die 
obstacles to a general peace« Austriu 
hud long considered whether! tUis dia 
tani,and (iifiictiU object eras ^lot raihei 
to be vittaincd progressively ; andi in 
this opinion, had expresad herselt 
btnh to France, and to llu^is^ and Prus­ 
sia, upon tho subjeet of a \contincntfl 
peace. Not that the Austrian court 
had niiscoi>ceivcd, even fo r^ inomeni, 
tUe nccesHicy and importance of un ùni* 
versai pence, among all the great Pow 
crsot' Kurope, and without which there 
«»as no hope of either safety, or hap­ 
piness, or had imagined ttiat the Ijon- 
lincnt Could existy if the aepaiaiou of 
Eit^iand were not invariubly consider­ 
ed as a most dcuUly evil 1 Tiic j.e- 
l^ciation which Austriap oposed,(biici 
tho alarmiiy;^ cleclaration oí France had 
ntarly dostroyed all hopes of Englauii 
uniting hor endeavours in the attempt 
to procure a general peace,) was an 
essential pan of the great appi oachiit^ 
nepiciatiou, for a general ano effectlvr 
Congreaa for peace ; it was inteniled, 
as pre^ralory to this« to diaw up the 
preliniiofry articles of the future Treaty 
to pave the Way by a long continental 
Armistice to a moro extended and duru- 
bfo negociatiao. Had the pritfcipie 
opm which> Austria advanced bet n 
otber than this, neither Ruaiia nor 
Prussia, bound by tbè^ strongest ties to 
Ebglandÿwould ever have listened to 
proposala of the Austrian Crbinet. 


After 
the Russian and Prussian 
Coui*ts, animated by a eonfid*.'nce in his 
Majesty^ highly flattering to tbo Em­ 
peror, bud already declared tbeir con* 
cui^nce in the proposed Cosgreas 
under the mediation of Auatria, it be­ 
came necosaary to obtaMi tbe formal as­ 
sent of the Emperoc Napoleon» and 4o 
determino opon wbat principle the ne- 
gociaiiOiia for peace wcro to be carried 
on. 
For this purpoae bis Imperial 
Majesty resolved, towards the end of 
the month of June» to aend his minister 
for Foreign ^flairs to i>resden. Tbe 
Iresult of this mission waf a conventions 
conduded upan, tbe 3tHb lunf ».ncoe^- 
ing tbe meiliation of bia Imperial Ma­ 
jesty in tbe negocUdion for a generol» 
and if that couki notrbv cffccied,ofa 
preliminary Continenul peace. The 
cityofPrigue waa fiyed upon for the 
meeting of Congress» and the 5th of 
July for tlie day of its opening 
In or­ 
der to^ obtahi a suflicicnt time for the 
négociation, it was determined by the 
samo Convention that the Émpcror 
Napi^on should not giyc notice of the 
rdpture of tlie Armistice which was to 
tm io ate on the 30tb of July, at that 
tl|pesisting between himself and Rus- 
sk, till theJOth of August ; and his 
> es^ |iil^ n )^ o r took upon him- 
toojifkain asiiiularPechiration from 
tbB Rttlslan and Prussian courts. 


Tho f ^ l a whicb had been determin­ 
ed,in Oresdiin*,were hereupon impart­ 
ed to t^^ turn Coiirta. Al|hough the 
contint^t^ 
the Armistice waa at­ 
tended-with, many injections, and with 
much aorioua inBonvcnience to them, 
the desiro of giving to bis Imperial 
Majesty another p r ^ of tbeir conh 
dencc, and at the aiuno time to aatisfy 
the world that they would not refuse 
any prospect of.paaco however confin­ 
ed it fhlght be, tíiat they would not re­ 
fuse any attfmpt wbioh might preiiaro 
tho way to it, oyorcom« every conaidera- 
tion. The qnlyainration ii^do in the 
Convention of;Uie 4K^th June» waa» that 
tlio term of tho ppoiiihg ,tlie Congresa, 
since the final regulations could not so 
toon be determined» should be deferred 
until the Í 2th of July.

To 
that day the Armistice had been ex­ 
tended through the mediation of Aus­ 
tria ; the polititiiil and military ailUiitiuii 
of the Allied'Sovereigns, the condition' 
Ilf the countnea they occupied, and 
their anxious wish to termhiatft aii 
ii ksome peiiud of uncertainty ; pre* 
ventid any further' extension of it. 
With all these circumstances *he Eni* 
poor Napoleon wss- acquainted ; he 
well knew the period of the negocü» 
lions was necessarily deiined by that oi 
the Armittice ; and he cuirid not nture- 
over coiiccalfV^m htmi^elf how much 
his own determinations would inflbence 
ti^e happy ubridgemcnt and successful 
result of the pending i^egociatioíns. 


It was therefore with real sorrow 
that his Majesty soon perceived not* 
only that no serious step, was taken by 
France 10 accelerate this great work, 
but, on the contrary» it appeared as if a 
procrastmation of tUc ncgociattonn, and 
evasion of ^ favouriibie issue» had been 
dccitiedly iittended.— i here was, in­ 
deed, a French Mininter al the place of 
t<ie Congress, hut wiilioht any orders to 
proceed to business, until U)e ap^iear* 
ance of tiic iir»i IMei ipotentiary. 


The arrival ot that Piciipoteniiaty 
was in vaui expected from day to day. 
Norwasituniil the 21st July tnut it 
wnn asct-riaincdi that a demur» whicti 
took place on settling the renewal i/l 
the Aritiiii'ice. between the Frcitch and 
llussiat) aiui Pruskian CoinniisMoncrs, 
an obstruct''.n of very suOi^rdinate im 
portance, iiaving no influence whatever 
u pon the Congress,and which might have 
b c ^ very easily and speedily removed 
1 by the interference of Austria, was 
! made use of as the justification of thia 
{extraordinary delay. And when this 
last pretext was removed» it was not 
until the S^tbofJuly» sixtoon daya nfter 
that appointed for the opening

Congress, tbit the first French Plcnipt- 
tentua'y arrived..

Even in the very first days a à c r '^ 
Miniater*a arrival no doubt remained 
as to tbe fate of the Congress. The 
form in which the full powers were to 
be delivered» and the mutual explana­ 
tions should be conducted, a point, 
w |^ had already been treated by all 
ies, became the object of a discus- 
„ I, which rendered all the endeavora 
01 the mediating power abortive. Tbe 
apparent insuC^iency of tlip Povrcrs 
intrusted to the French Negociator, oc­ 
casioned a silence of several days«- 
Nor was it until (lie 6th of Aug. that 
this Minister gave in a new Declara­ 
tion,’ by )vhich the difticulties with re­ 
spect to iornis were by no means remov­ 
ed, nor tbe Négociation by ode step 
brought nearer to its object. After a 
useless exchange ol notes iipon every 
preliminary question, the 10th of Aug. 
arrived. The Prussian and Russian 
pegociators could not exceed this term i 
the Congress waa at an end ; and the 
resolution which Austria had 
was pWvioualy determined, by the pro­ 
gress of this Négociation*—by the actual 
conviction of the impoasibilty uf pcace 
—by tbe no longer doubtful point of 
view in which hia Majesty examined 
the grokt questibn )n dupute—by the 
principles and intentkma of the AUiça, 
wherelti the Emperor recognised hto 
own—and finally, by the formoir poii- 
tive declarations»-which left no room 
lor misconception. 


Not witlibut sincero affliction, and 
alone consoled by tho certsinty that 
every means to avoid the war had been 
exba^ated, does the Emperor now find 
himself compiled to actlen. For three 
years has his Majesty laboured with 
unceasing perseverance to oBect» |>y 
mild and conciliatory measures» a real 
and durable neaeé for Austria and for 
Euro|)e. All his endeavors have fj^iled; 
there is now no remedy» no resonrco to 
be had» but to armt. The Emperor 
ukes them up without any personal ani­ 
mosity, from a painful necessity, from 
an irreaiatible duty,up<Hi grounda which 
any fiihhful citixen of hia realm» which
